"WND HAVE NOT BEEN TRAPPED, 


Southern Alliancemen, Owing to Their

InpDIANAPOLIS, Ind., November 20.—[Spe- 
' cial.]—The correspondent of THe ConstiTv- 
* won had a long talk with Colonel Livingston 
tonight on the situation here. He said: 

“The national alliance has not made a sin- 
gle step toward either endorsing or encourag- 
ing the third party movement. I do not 
think thatany combination of the two can 
possibly be fhade. The pressure, however, 
has been intense al) along the line.” 

_ The Influences at Work. 
“What is the inside influence at work to 
about this endorsement of the third party 
movement 2” the correspondent asked, 

‘The national executive committee of the 
people’s party,” replied the colonel, ‘‘a large 
portion of the Reform Press Association and 
many prominent persons from various sec- 
tions of the country are all at work, and have 
been for days, to control the Farmers’ National 
Alliance on this question. The location of 
the national alliance in this northwest coun- 
try gives these third party workers a decided 
advantage. In a word, the lobby is all fora 
third party.”’ 

Who Camprise the Lobby. 

“Whom do you refer to when you say ‘per- 
sons’ and ‘the lobby?’ ”’ said the correspondent. 

“From my own state we have Congressman 
Watson, State Senator Ellington; from Kan- 
sas, Congressman Simpson;: Ignatius Don- 
nelly, from Minnesota; Dean, from New 
York, and all the influential members of the 
Reform Press Association, with but few excep- 
tions; also large delegations representing six 
or more labor organizations.”’ 

“Have you many leading alliancemen op- 
posed to the third party movement?” 

“Yes; we have Macune and Beck, of Ala- 
bama; Terre] and Tracy, of Texas; President 
Adams, of Alabama; President McDowell, of 
Tennessee ; President Gardner, of Kentucky; 
Page, of Virginia, and several others.”’ 

“Why do you oppose the movement as an 
allianceman ?”’ 

‘‘In the first place itis not the best way to 
secure our demands. The third party cannot 
possibly succeed exceptin afew isolated lo- 
calities north and south. In the second place, 
to carry the alliance cause into partisan poli- 
tics would disrupt the order, either in the 
event of defeat or success.” 

There Is a Peculiar Reason. | | 

“There is a peculiar reason south for not do- 
ing so. A decided white vote with us south 
means republican control of our states. Our 
only chance for immediate relief is to hold our 
organization intact, and make our complaints 
and de:nands to the honest, patriotic citizens 
of the country. If we should convert our or- 
ganization, with all the possible help from the 
outside, into a third party, it would require, to 
say the least of it, many long years before we 
could get relief." . 

The Day’s Proceedings. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., November 20.—The 
morning session of the alliance was chiefly de- 
voted to the consideration of demands and rec- 
ommendations from aliiances. The most im- 
portant action taken was the adoption of a res- 
olution from the Virginia alliance, demanding 
a constitutional amendment disfranchising 
federal office holders during their terms of of- 
fice. The Farmers’ Mutual Benefit Associa- 
tion was engaged all the morning with minor 
amendments to the constitution. 

The alliance this morning gave the final 
coup to the anti-subtreasury people by barring 
Mr. Gates, of Missouri, from the meeting of 
the alliance. This was done by a resolution 
wxcluding ‘‘all alliancemen who are not 
vouched for by the chairman of their respect- 
(ve delegations.” 

Mr, Leonard refused to vouch for Mr. Gates, 
and although he bore credentials from his state 
alliance he was forced to retire. 

Call for a Convention. 

The anti-subtreasury people issued the fol- 
lowing call for a convention of anti-subtreas- 
ury alliancemen at Memphis, on the 16th dey 
of December, proximo.

The address continues: 

It is true that in some judicial districts of Kan- 
Sa8 the people’s party candidates were defeated, 
but it was only by the unholy union of the demo- 
cratic ani republican parties against them. The 
hereditary enemies of half a century gave us 
their sham battle, and under the inspiration of 
the money power rushed into each other's arms 
in one fond embrace, resolved to forget projec- 
tion, reciprocity, the silver question and every- 
thing eise if they conld only prevent the op- 
pressed people of Kansas from obtaining the 
governmental reforms which they sought. 

In this act they conclusively demonstrated that 
they are the two Dromios of plutocracy and that 
onlya difference of feather distinguishes them 
from one another. 

The address next declares that before 1892 
both the old parties will be marching together, 
and adds; 

Over our land we have seen railroad corpora- 
tions — from humble beginnings, mere servi- 
tors of the people, into a vast and powerful con- 
Spiracy, which, for the protection of its bogus 
capitalization, controls our elections, corrupts our 
legislatures, debauches our juries and casts the 
scum of its rottenness over the very judges of our 
court of last resort of justice on earth. 

We have seen banking associations, from being 
at first mere coveniences for the accommodation 
of the people, sweil into lordly national confedera- 
tion holding all the business in its grip, able to 
make or wreck, as their own interests may dictate, 
the prosperity of al! classes, while nota dollar of 
currency is able to find its way to the people from 
& government that does not represent a dollar of 
debt to the money manipulating class. 

We have seen the daily newspaper press, in- 
Stead of being, as it should be in this nineteeth 
century, andinthis free America, the champion 
and defender of popular rights against all comers, 
coerced by its business necessities into becoming 
the ready instrument to bind the shackles of serf- 
dom on thelimbs of a free people; to confuse 
their minds by sophistry; to fill their ears with 
falsehoods; to uphoid everything that is destruc- 
tive to the public good, and to crush everything 
that wou'd help the people. 

The address then declares: 

The people’s party has not lost ground in the 
pee élections. Already the asperities have ceased 

etween them, and their campaigns have become 
& sweet interchange of courcesies between 
lovers, rather. than the fierce onslaught 
of warriors contendin for opposing 
principles. The tender amenities of this court- 
Ship will be followed by not an embrace of con~ 
jugal love, buta union which will be barren of 
posterity, for it will mean subjugation of liberty 
and the dominion of Mammon;and as God does 
not intend that the republic shall perish, these 
influences cannot endure or prevail; and so, under 
these auspicious circumstances, cheered by abid- 
ing faith in ourtriumph of 1889 atthe ballot box 
fighting for the homes of a free people, for liberty, 
union, industry and justice, we confidently appeal 
to every honest man in the United States to come 
forward and help us bury this monster—plutoc- 
racy—sodeep that he ll never rise again to 
trouble the children of liberty, Do not wait 
to be summoned to action, This fight is 
every man’s fight; it is a fight for the roof 
tree and the babe in the cradle; it isa fight to de- 
termine whether our prosperity shall be reduced 
to old world conditions or shall advance along the 
line of the declaration of independence and con- 
stitution to greater prosperity and higher civiliza- 
tion.

Delegates to the February meeting were in- 
structed to vote for independent political 
action. 

The alliance today changed its constitution 
to admit women. 

The anti-subtreasury people, after issuing a 
call for aconvention at Memphis, P semove-sad 
16th, published a two-column card™charging 
Macune with wrecking the Texas alliance ex- 
change and making big money thereby, and 
with trying to sell ont the alliance to the old 
political parties. Most of these charges were 
made at the Ocala meeting. 

The Reform Press Association threatens to 
bolt the alliance if the State Agents’ Associa- 
tion carries out its purpose of making all pur- 
chases through the National Union Company.

The resolutions also pro- 
test against the recent decision of the United 
States. supreme court that the land grant 
to the Pacific railroads covered ajl except 
such Jands as were at the time of 
the grant known to be so valuable for their 
minerals as to justify the expenditure for their 


extraction, as giving railroad title to a vast 


number of the best mines discovered by pros- 
pectors within grants to railroads. The repeal 
of the alien land law so far as it excludes for- 


eign capital from investment in mining lands 


in territories, is demanded.

Was for Cincinnati, but He Changed 
His Mind. 


PRIVATE DALZELL’S SHORT DISPATCH 


Intimating That He Had aScoop, but No 
Answer Came—Mills W orking for 
the Speakership. 


WASHINGTON, November 20.—[Special.]— 
There has been considerable anxiety among 
the convention boomers to find out how Presi- 
dent Harrison stands on the subject of loca 
tion, the impression being that his views may 
have the determining weight. 

A story was current that the president had 
originally favored the selection of Cincinnati, 
but that owing to the development of the 
Foraker sentiment in that city, and the fact 
that the only republican morning daily, The 
Commercia!-Gazette, was decidedly for Blaine, 
he had changed his opinion, and would favor 
any other city instead. Whatever foundation 
there was for the rumor, it was nevertheless 
sufficiently plausible to give the advance 
representatives from Cincinnati some uneasi- 
ness. 

In view of this state of affairs a deputation 
was sent to the white house today for the pur- 
pose of giving some assurances of fair play, 
and an arrangment was made to satisfy any 
apprehensions that the president entertains, 
Among the arrivals tomorrow will be ex-Gov+ 
ernor Foraker and Mr. Harry Morehead, the 
principal stockholder in The Commercial-Ga- 
zette. They will goto the president when 
they reach Washington, and assure him that 
every’ candidate will be treated with 
absolute fairness, and that no personalities 
will be entertained by the press people of

WHIPPED AND BRANDED. 


Why the Attorney General Ordered the 
Removal of Federal Prisoners. 

LitTLe Rock, Ark., November 20.— Several 
weeks ago a federal prisoner named Abraham 
Davis, confined in the Arkansas penitentiary, 
complained to the federal authorities that he 
had been unmercifully whipped and branded 
with a hotiron in the presence of the prison 
officers, and that such treatment of the prison- 
ers was of almost daily occurrence. The 
United States attorney general immediately 
directed District Attorney Waters, of this 
city, to investigate the case and report to him 
the facts; also the manner and mode of treat- 
ment of all federal prisoners confined in the 
Arkansas penitentiary. 

In accordance with the above instructions, 
Attorney Waters conducted the investigation 
in the United States court at once. The peni- 
tentiary lessees were represented by Judges 
E. W. Kimbali and L. M. Apperson, brother- 
in-law of Captain Miller, principal lessee. 
Davis was examined at great length touching 
the serious charges he had preferred. He 
said he had been whipped and branded by two 
fellow prisoners in the presence of the warden. 
The warden stated that he had ordered Davis 
whipped, but he did not know that he was a 
federal prisoner. 

District Attorney Waters forwarded the tes- 
timony without recommendation and the mat- 
ter was thoughe settled until yesterday, when 
United States Marshal Spellman received per- 
emptory orders from Attorney General Miller 
to remove at once all federal prisoners from 
the Arkansas penitentiary and convey them 


to the prison in Columbus, O., because of de- | 


velopments made in the recent examination. 
The order created no little sensation in Little 
Rock. This morning the marshal left here 
for Columbus with thirty-nine prisoners. 


THE PULSE OF TRADE. 


Weekly Review of Business by R. G. Dun 
& Co. 

NEw YORK, November 20.—Businessg failures oc- 
curring throughout the country for the last seven 
days as reported to R.G. Dun & Co., number for 
the United States 252 and for Canada thirty-three, 
or a total of 285, compared with 291 last week and 
266 the week previous. For the ¢orresponding 
week last year the hgures were 274. 

Much has happened of late to depress business 
and shake confidence, and yet confidence is not 
shaken, and the volume of business is still close 
to the greatest ever attained. The bank 
failure at Boston caused scarcely a mpple 
of excitement. The failure of speculative banks 
at Berlin has been industriously used to depress 
stocks during the past week, but the average price 
of shares is higher than a week ago. This coun- 
try begins to realize that with only supplies of 
grain to keep the millions in Europe from starva- 
tion, besides meats, G@otton and oil, which other 
countries must have, the United States is in a 
stronger position than any other nation, and need 
not quake atevery Euro alarm. Prices are 
settling downward, with enormous production,but 
the fact that such production continues shows 
that low prices are not ruinous. 

A Better Tone. 


The alarm about the money market has passed, 
and no disturbance is apprehended this year. In- 
dustries are, on the whoie, well empioyed, and it 
is especially noteworthy this week that there is a 
better tone in the branches of trade which have 
been most embarrassed, —

active. The most stubborn iron market ever 
khown gives a surprise to many, for in spite 
the unpreceden production the prospect of 
some accumulation of stocks does not disturb 
strong makers, who reckon that it may be weil for 
the country to lay in and hold much larger stocks 
than heretofore, so that sudden and violent fluc 
may not be so readily produced. 

@sales of rails at the west are reported, 
175,000 tons in two weeks, but the markets for 
oor finished products are not materially al- 

red. 


Grain Receipts, 

Receipts of wheat at western centers continue at 
the rate of more than a million bushels daily, and 
@xports are also large, but the price has declined 
2% cents on sales of 28,000,000 bushels. 

Speculation in corn is yielding, the price being 
eight cents lower for spot, while pork products are 
substantially unchanged, and oats half a cent 
higher. Oil has declined a cent, but sugar is a 
shade yahen, val and coffee has risen %, on account 
of the Brazilian troubles, which render commerce 
with that country peculiarly uncertain. 

Cotton receipts continue to exceed last year’s, 
notwithstandin the reported shortness 
of the crops, and, while the exports for the crup 
year thus far are but sigbily Jess than a year 
ago, the stocks at the principal ports are 1,200,000 
bales, against 600,000 last year at the same date, 
There was a decline to 8.06 cents, but the price 
recovered on Liverpool buying to 8.12, the sales 
here being 800,000 bales for the week. 


The Money Markets, 

The money markets of the country are well sup- 
pliea for legitimate needs, but some points re- 
port “speculative money tight.’’ Per rates on 
call have declined from 4 to 344 per cent, and the 
treasury has paid ont during the week $3,000,000 
more than it has taken in, while consi:ierable 
xold ig still on the way from Europe. Exports of 
merchandise from New York in three weeks of 
November have been $25,251,719 in value, against 
$18,548,237 last year, an increase of 33 per cent, 
while imports for November thus fur are about 
18 per cent smaller than a year ago, which points

DROPS FROM THE SCAFFOLD. 


A Murderer Hanged at Roanoke, Va. 
Wanted to Die with Band Accompaniment. 


ROANOKE, Va., November 20..—-Henry Now- 
lin, colored, was hanged today at Fincastle for 
the murder of an Italian stonemason of 
Buchanan, . Va., named Mocca. Nowlin 
passed a quiet night and met his fate calmly, 
declaring that his sins had been forgiven. 
Nowlin confessed his crime. Mocca was way- 
laid, murdered and robbed the frst Saturday 
night in August near Buchanan. William 
Deindridge, who, according to Nowlin’s story, 
helped to rob him, has escaped. Nowlin was 
nineteen years old and a desperate character. 

He Wanted Music at His Hanging. 

ABILENE, Tex., November 20.—William H., 
Frizzle was hanged here today for the murder 
of his wife in Comanche county last June.

ARE GROWING KIND 


Since the Liberal Successes in the Rural 
Districts. 


CONSERVATIVES LOOKING AROUND 


To See What They Can Do to Hold 
the Laborer’s Vote. 


THEY FAVOR ALLOWING JUDICIAL RENTS 


And Purchasing Powers for Farmers Like 
That in Ireland—The Bmigration 
Conference—Foreign Gossip. 


Lonpon, November 20.—[Copyright 1891 by 
New~ York Associated Press.)—The liberal 
leaders have decided to incorporate in the 
platform approved at the Newcastle con- 
ference the English tenants’ rights bill. 
This decision is one of the most important 
steps that responsible chiefs of the party have 
ever taken, The question of ameliorating the 
position of the British farmers by giving them 
greater security for their capital and freedom 
from the harrassing covenants imposed by 
landlords has long been recognized as ripening 
toward liberal legislation. 

The Leading Proposal. 

The magnitude of the liberal victory in 
South Molton and the conviction that the 
capture of the rural vote by the liberals will 
lead them to overwhelming success in general 
elections has lifted the measure in favor of 
tenant farmers into the front rank of liberal 
proposals. This resolution on the part 
of the liberals has been hastened 
by the movement of the conservatives in the 
same direction. The history of the conserva- 
tive party presents nochange more surprisin 
or mere sudden than that which has occurre 
on the English land question under dread of 
what onal happen to the landlords’ interests 
through an uprising of laborers and farmers 
under the liberals. 

Since the South Molton election the tory 
Globe has ledin advocating the adoption in 
England of the principlesof the Irish land 
purchase act. The laborer must have power 
to acquire small plotsof land cheaply and 
through ample methods, and the state must 
also assist the farmers to become owners 
against a certain number of years, without 
paying more than the customary rents. It is 
uncertain to what length the liberal leaders 
will goin shaping a tenant farmers’ bill. The 
opinion of the nationa! liberal club is in favor 
of giving farmers judicial rents, asjin Ireland, 
for a definite period, and purchasing powers 
similar to those granted by the Ashburn act. 

The Emigration Conference. 

Mr. Gladstone retains an open mind on the 
subject on which he will speak at an agricul- 
tural conference to be held at the National 
Liberal Club on December 10th. 

The British government will send a dele- 
gate to the international conference on emi- 
gration, which opens in Paris on Wednesday 
next. The delegate is charged simply to 
watch the proceedings of the conference. 

Major Fred Brackett, special foreign agent 


of the pod ee the confer- 
ence dapes ordérs tréasiry depart- 
ment at Washington. 

Jules Simon will preside, and the conference 
will last four days. The delegates will go to 
Havre to inspect the vessels engaged in carry- 
ing emigrants, and the genera] arrangements 
for the accommodation of emigrants. 

Secretary Foster’s instructions state that the 
conference is composed of delegates from Eu- 
ropean countries, where the chief problem is 
emigration, whereas in the United States the 
problem is exclusively immigration. The sec- 
oe adds that the government and people of 
the United States are not averse to the immi- 
gration of meritorious, self-sustaining persons, 
but that public opinion and the laws of the 
country are crystallizing definitely in opposi- 
tion to the further immigration of persons be- 
longng to the he!pless, defective and criminal 
cl s. He suggests that some method of ef- 
fective inspection of emigrants is desirable, 
and that any proper measure for preventing 
the immigration of these classes will receive 
the hearty co-operation of the United States. 


FROM SAMOA AND HAWAIL 


Mataafa Declared a Rebel—Hawaliians De- 
sire a Protectorate. 

San Francisco, November 20.—The 
steamship <Australsia arrived this morning 
seven days from Honolulu. Advices re- 
ceived at the islands, October 22d, are to the 
effect that the situation in Samoa was 
strained and that at King Malietoa’s request 
Faipule had agreed to issue a proclamation 
declaring Mataafa a rebel. 

In Hawaiia since the adoption of the free 
sugar provision of the McKinley tariff bill, 
there has been considerable talk about asking 
the United States to assume a protectorate 
over the country. 

The rumors of the il] health of Queen Liliu- 
kolani are without any foundation whatever, 
aud receive no attention in Honolulu, where 
the facts are known. Advices state that the 
queen’s health is excellent. 

The queen has commissioned Hon. A. 8. 
Cleghorn, father of Princess Kaiulani, to be 
governor of Oaku. While there is considera- 
ble political discussion growing out of the 
preparations for the next legislative campaign 
in the islands, the discussion is marked with 
calmness, and there are no signs of the dis- 
turbing elements that have been reported from 
time to time. 


AGAINST THE DICTATOR. 


Insurgents Say They Will Not Stop Until 
Fonseca Steps Down. 

Lonpon, November 20.—News concerning 
the situation in Brazil continues very meager 
and unsatisfactory. The last advices, by way 
of Santiago, indicate that the provisional 
junta in authority in the state of Rio Grande 
Do Sul is taking active measures to 
strengthen its position and to maintain the op- 
position of the state ‘o Fonseca’s dictatorship. 
Fonseca, on the other hand, 1s trying to win 
the allegiance of the junta by a conciliatory 
course. 

Baron Lucerna, president of Fonseca’s cabi- 
net, has sentadispatch by telegraph to the 
junta offering, on the part of the dictator, to 
recognize any local government that the peo- 
ple of the Rio Grande Do Sui may prefer, on 
the sole condition that peace and tranquility 
be first restored. To this offer the junta, after 
brief deliberation, replied that the forces 
would only disarm when Fonseca shall have 
resigned and the national congress shall have 
again assembied. 

Relieving the Distress.

For the Supposed Assassination of His 
Rather, 


SMITH STRIKES BRACEWELL DEAD. 


A Tragedy Grows Out of a Sawmill Trans- 
action in Laurens County+-The 
Particulars of the Affair. 


+ 


Dvsiin, Ga., November 20.—[{Special.]— 
Another dark page in the history of Laurens 
county has been turned, and another deed of 
violence and bloodshed thereon recorded. 

On Monday afternoon last at the sawmill of 
Jasper McRay, about thirteen miles south of 
Dublin, D. W. Smith took the life of W. D. 
Bracewell. 

A year ortwoago D. W. Smith and his 
father, I. D. Smith, moved to this county 
from near Cochran, bringing a sawmill with 
them and locating about thirteen miles below 
Dublin, and began business under the firm 
name of I. D. Smith & Son with Mr. W. H. 
Hall, of this county, as a partner. Some 
months ago Mr. Hall, becoming 
dissatisfied for some reason, brought 
a petition for injunction against the 
Smiths and stopped them from cutting timber 
on certain lots in dispute. While the case was 
not properly for trial until the January term 
next of Laurens superior court, at the last 
July term of that court both of the Smiths 
were in Dublin endeavoring to have the cases 
tried there by agreement. 

During the first week of court, late one af- 
ternoon, the elder Smith left Dublin on foot 
with the avowed purpose of walking home, 
and he has never been heard of from that day 
to this. 

The younger Smith, after making a long 
and diligent, but unavailing, search for 
his father, addressed himself 
again to business, and about two months ago 
sold the mill owned by his father and himself 
to Mr. Jasper McRay, and was engaged by Mr. 
McRay to assist in onerating the same. 

How the Tragedy Occurred. 

On last Monday afternoon W. D. Bracewell 
went tothe mill where D. W. Smith was at 
work to see McRay, and Smith called him off 
on one side and began to talk to him, though 
by-standers did not hear the conversation until 
Smith began to accuse Bracewell of complicity 
in the crime supposed to have been perpe- 
trated on his father, and Bracewell to 
deny all knowledge of the elder Smith's 
fate or whereabouts. 

The witnesses report that neither party ap- 
peared much excited, and after Bracewell de- 
nied all knowledge of I. D. Smith’s fate, he 
urose from the log whereon he and the younger 
Smith were sitting and began to walk away, 
whereupon Smith seized a small piece of 
scantling and struck him on the back of the 
head, knocking him down. Smith then 
walked to his house, which is only a short dis- 
tance from the well, without even looking 
back, and has not been seen since. 

Bracewell died about dark, about an hour 
and a half after the fatal blow 
‘was struck. No inquest was 
held, as no doubt could pos- 
sibly arise as to who killed Bracewell. 

W.S. A. Bracewell, the father of the de- 
ceased, has offered a reward of $150 for the ap- 
prehension of D. W. Smith and his delivery at 
Dublin. Smith is described as being about 
twenty-three years old, five feet nine inches 
high, of slender build, with a florid complex- 
ion, sandy hair and mustache, and prominent 
grayish-biue eyes, with a trick of stooping 
slightly when standing, with his right foot 
foremost and his hands in his pockets. 

It is said that there was an old grudge 
between Smith and Bracewell on _  ac-. 
count of a debt which Bracewell 
claimed Smith & Son owed him, 
and it is supposed that Smith got excited 
while talking about his father’s disappearance, 
and struck harder than he intended. Parties 
have scoured the woods for Smith, but, thus 
far, have failed to find him.

Troupe Swallows Laudanum.

The proper remedies were 
promptly given to prevent her from going to 
sleep and to relieve her of the poison. After 
long and faithful exertion she was gotten from 
under the effects of the drug and her life saved.

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PRESIDENT HICKMAN REPORTS PROGRESS 


He Thinks the South Will Yet Manufac- 
ture All Her Cotton—Major 
Hanson’s Speech, 


Avavusta, Ga., November 20.—[{Special.]— 
Today was one of the best days of the éxposi- 
tion, and one of great interest to the industrial 
world. There were many mill men at the ex- 
position, and they were delighted. They ex- 
amined, with special interest, the factory ex- 
hibits, machinery and goods, and also the 
electric exhibits. 

The business session of the Southern Manunu- 
facturers’ Association was held in Masonic 
hall this morning. President H. H. Hickman, 
of Augusta, presided, and President J. S. 
Hamilton, of Princeton factory, Athens, was 
elected secretary. 

President Hickman’s Speech. 
The first event of general interest was thie 


‘able and interesting address of President Hick- 


man. He said: 

You were reminded by the circular letter you 
received of the — growth of manufacturing 
cotton in the south during the last decade. Ten 
years ago we had 667,854 spindles, now we have 
2,130,823. Thisis but the beginning. You may 
look for much = developments during the 
next decade. The time is coming when the cotton 
states will be the greatest manufacturing country 
on earth. 

Our great danger is in over-competition at 
home. Weare suffering from this malady now, 
and it is worse than la grippe. Mills put in oper- 
ation without means to protect their productions 
are very sure to produce over-competition. 

We will, in the near future, have an outlet for 
our goods that will take all we can make at fair 
prices. Reciprocity is the stepping stone to an 
eutiet for all our productions, but we want more 
than reciprocity. We want steamship lines to 
South America and tothe West India countries; 
we want the American flag tocoyer our products 
to ell nations. 

Now, gentiemen, let us put the ball in motion, 
We have a good organization—let us get closer to- 
gether. It is not expected that wecan combine 
tu fix prices. We do not want a combination for 
the purpose of obtaining more for our goods than 
they are worth, but we want to guard against the 
jolly of selling them for less than they are worth. 

I want to say to our alliance fnends, who grow 
the staple, that we should pull together, not in 
politics, butin labor. Help us in our efforts to 
open up our trade to other countries, and after 
awhile we can buy all your cotton, and pay you 
better prices for it. 1 do not believe in cheap cot- 
ton. I would rather pay ten cents pert pound for 
itthan six or seven cents, other things being 
equal. If the planter can sell his cotton 
for a price that will give. him a 
profit for raising it, he will 
be able to buy it back manufactured to suit his 
purposes. Good prices for all we can raise or 
make insure prosperity. 

One other point of interest. I believe it would 
be to the interest of the cotton manufacturers, of 
great benefit to operatives, if time could be re- 
duced to ten hours per day. If aman who knows 
nothing about their labor would spend one day in 
a cotton mill, he would be satisfied that ten hours 
per day should be adopted. Butit would be bad 
policy for one state to fix labor a 
Neighboring states would have great 
udvantage. I would be glad to see any state pass 
such a law, to take effect when all the states of 
the union shall have passed the saine law. It 
would give me pleasure if the Southern Manu- 
facturers’ Association would take the initiative 
and recommend such a law to all the states manu 
facturing cotton. It is our duty to ameliorate the 
condition of our operatives as far as possible, and 
to educate their children. 

President Hanson Speaks. 


President J. F. Hanson, of the Bibb Manu- 
facturing Company, then took the stand and 
delivered a straight-cut address. He declared 
that cotton manufacturing in the south had 
passed the sentimental stage, and should now 
be conducted ina practical and strictly busi- 
ness way. 

Major Hanson discussed the question of the 
markets, and said if coarse pal increased in 
the next ten years as in the past there wonld 
be serious overproduction. New England has 
already yielded this market to us, but it keeps 
the best still, and will fight tohold it. He 
commended reciprocity, and said it was strange 
that many papers oppose it. He advocated 
libsral government expenditure for this pur- 
pose as best for mills now and in the future. 
He said the politicians knew no better than to 
kick at the word subsidy, because, like a dish- 
faced horse, they were scared even at a 
shadow; buthe believed congress had the con- 
stitutional right to promote the general wel- 
fare in this way. ell. 

The newspapers, he said, kick at subsidies, 
and yet every one is subsidized by the govern- 
ment rate of postage. He did not object for 
it’s right. Spanish{A merica was ready to co-op- 
erate, and hescored the niggardly policy of the 
United States and wanted $1,000,000 spent on 
ships from Tampa and New Orleans to Spanish 
America. He jumped on the international 
policy of Uncle Sam, who buys $100,000,060 
more per annum than he sells in that diret- 
tion, and showed the advantages to 
the southern cotton mills by such 
policy, and in such a policy and in 
such amarket. The south’s future was grea, 
he believed, but we must be more practical, 
and southern mill men must meet, combine, 
distinctly define their purposes and bear their 
share in the common Work of the association. 

The convention was banqueted this evening, 
at which Hon. W. H. Fleming made the wel- 
come address.

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SIMPSON’S ROCK AT TRINIDAD. 


Fourteen Days of Constant Watch and 
Fighting, ‘Yhen Death by Starvation. 
From The Chicago Herald. 


Out at Trinidad, Col., just south of the 
town, is a huge flat-topped rock on the top of 
a hill perhaps three hundred feet high. It is 
called Simpson’s rock and is one of the histor- 
ical points in the west. Indeed, it is a pa 2 
ment of history from that time when heroic 
deeds, made sacred by the spilling of white 
man’s blood, ushered in the safe and prosper- 
ous era of white @an’s rale. ce 

Simpson was a pioneer and came to the place 
before the name of Trinidad was heard. He 
was a freighter, and tinding many advantages 

bout the spot he peopared a hogie <for his 
family on the bank of the Purgatoire river. He 
had a wife and two boys in his home at Santa 
Fe, and no man ever more lovingly prepared a 
lodge for his love than this rough driver 
fashioned a dwelling in far-away Trinidad. 
He had everything in readiness as he passed 
through to the east, and meant to bring out 
his wife and children on his next trip west. 
But the Indians had risen that fall and swept 
all the settlements down the river. They 
found Simpson’s home just ready for occu- 
pancy, captured the men he had employed to 
take care of it, and then laid in wait without 
disturbing a thing till the owner should come. 

Simpson had seen signs of their ravages, and 
knew the knife and brand were devastating 
the country. He circled around his cherished 
home and saw enovgh to warn him, He drove 
to the foothills, south of the river, and began 
preparations for a guarded camp. The Indians 
did not wait for barricades, but attacked at 
once. Thehelpers were slaughtered at the 
first assault, but Simpson, with one canteen of 
water, fought his way through the line of 
screaming Utes and clambered up the bill. 
They followed him as well as they could, but 
darkness favored him, and he gained the hills. 
Next morning early they found him, and he 
retreated a little farther up the hill, killing 
several of his assailants from a better cover. 
In the afternoon they drove him from thas, 
and he clambered a little higher up, So the 
warfare wenton. He had shot so many they 
would not leave him alive, but they could not 
capture him. The second night Simpson re- 
treated to the very top of the hill, rolled up a 
shelter of stones in a spot where he could com- 
mand the one approach, and waited. He had 
eaten nothing, and could hope for no food. 
The only chance of deliverance lay in the pos- 
sible coming of soldiers to avenge the massacre 
of settlers. Lying there in the broiling sun by 
day and the chilling air by night, the grim o!d 
man watched sleeplessly, picking off his ene- 
mies as they crept one by one up the path. 

Day after day for a week, without other food 
than cactus root, with no water than that one 
canteen full, he stood off his enemies. He 
never shot till a head was in sight, and he al- 
ways killed. Ten days,and he prayed for 
death. Eleven, and he lost his cartridge belt. 
He found it, feebly crawling about his little 
fort, on the evening of the twelfth. He killed 
three Indians on the thirteenth. In the thick 
darkness before the dawn of the fourteenth 
day he felt rather than saw an Indian at the 
path, and shot without a waver. He heard 
the voiceless Ute roil down the precipice and 
pumped in enother cartridge. 

That was his last. They found him so at 
noon, his dead eyes wide open, his rifle laying 
along the rock, his pinched, heroic frame 
starved for food and famished for water, 50 
thin that they spurned it with their feet. For 
fourteen days he fought them and then he 
died defiant. . 

Trinidad people have raised a cross to mark 
his grave and to perpetuate the memory of 
the most hopeless, the most susrprising fight in 


all the Indian annals. 
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A FORT NE IN AFRIGA. 


A Missionary of Eight Years Ago Who 
Now Employs 3,000 Men. 
From The New York Sun. 

About eight years ago a young man named 
Stokes went to the Victoria Nyanza as a mis- 
sionary in the service of the Church Mission- 
ary Society. Helike thed beautiful country of 
the Ugangda, took naturally to pioneer ways, 
had tact enough to make himself popular with 
the king and head men, and became a person 
of considerable influence on the north shores 
of Victoria Nyanza. He he!ped build the mis- 
sion houses, studied the language, superin- 
tended the digging of wells, and kept his eye 
open for the main chance. ; 

It occurred to him, after he had lived a year 
or two in Uganda, that a bright young man 
with a little capital could make a fortune in 
trade between Victoria Nyanza and the coast. 
No such thing as a white trader had ever been 
heard of in all that region. The people were 
all crazy to get guns and ammunition, whits 
cloth, beads, and trinkets of many sorts. 

There was a great deal of ivory in the coun- 
try, and plenty of men could be got to take it 
to the coast. It could be sold fora large sum 
aud purchased for comparatively little money. 


-- Stokes decided to leave missionary work to 


those who lacked business instinct and money- 
making talent. He sent his resignation to the 
society, and embarked upon the career of a 
trader. 

He was able tointerest a few of his friends 
in England and invested several thousand dol- 
lars in the goods. A small caravan took his 
little stock in trade to the great lake, where 
Stokes sold it out ina hurry, taking ivory in 
exchange. Thi fruits of his first commercial 
adventure were gratifying, and he invested his 
larger capital in a bigger stock of supplies and 
tried it again. Then came the rebellion in 
Uganda by which King Mwanga was driven 
from the throne and took refuge among the 
Catholic missionaries south of the lake, where 
he remained for over .@ year. When a 
favorable opportunity occurred for him tore- 
turn to his kingdom Stokes didfanother good 
piece of business. The king needed guns and 
ammunition. Stokes had these supplies in 
abundance, and he armed a considerable part 
of the king’s forces. This settled the fate of 
the brother who had usurped Mwanga’s throne. 
His forces were not so well armed as those of 
Mwanga. Stokes, therefore, contributed in a 
most lmportant way to the success of Mwan- 
ga’s attack upon his brother in Uganda, and 
he got a big price for the valuable assistance 
he had given. In fact, he secured the practi- 
cal monopoly of the ivory trade of Uganda, 

It isnot known how much Stokes is worth 
today, but he isarich man. ; Eight years ago 
he was an humble missionary, but there is not 
a particie of doubt that now he couid live in 
luxury on the interest of his money. Very 
large caravans have come from the interior to 
Zanzibar and returned to inner Africa, but not 
even the big caravans of Tippu Tib are so 
large as those now employed by Stokes... Two 
or three months ago Stokes was reported to be 


on the coast at Saadani with a force of 3,000 | 


big, Strapping fellows from Unyamwesi. He 
needed every one of them to carry the goods 
he was about to dispatch to Victoria Nyanza. 
Visitors to his camp say that it presented a 
stirring spectacle, and that it was very pictur- 
esque at night when the camp-fires illumined 
the groups of hutsin which his 3,000 porters 
were lodging. Stokes himself occupied a large 
native house about half a mile from his caiup. 

His conspicuous success shows what it is pos- 
sible to achieve inaland from which many 
people have atlirmed no commercial good 
could come. Stokeshas become a power in 
Central African affairs, and the present pros- 
pects are that he will greatly increase his 
fortune.

Travel on Land and Water. 

People are never tired of discussing the 
question whether it is more dangerous to 
travel by water or by rail. 

The annual report of Steamboat Inspector 
Dumont throws some light upon the situa- 
tion. Of the 600,000,000 passengers carried 
on the steamboats of the country last year 
only 368 were killed. 

The report of the interstate commerce 
commission presents a startling array of 
fatal accidents by rail. Among railway em- 
ployes alone 1,972 were killed last year, and 
20,028 were injured. The number of pas- 
sengers killed and injured is not given. 

It is believed that the fatalitieson land 
and water every year do not widely vary 
from the foregoing statistics. Steamboat 
travel is,comparatively safe. Railway travel 
is so perilous that every traveler should get 
his affairs in order and insure his life or pro- 
vide himself with an accident policy. 

For the present it may be regarded as a 
settled fact that while steamboats kill a few 
hundred each year, railways number their 
victims by thousands. These are cold facts, 
and yet the average citizen will continue to 
assert that travel by railis safer than it is 
by steamboat. 


The Folly of Overproduction. 

The planters of the south donot need to 
be told that the production of cotton leads 
to ruinously low prices. Their bitter ex- 
perience has taught them that the most 
foolish thing they can dois togo on year 
after year producing more of the south’s 
great staple than the world is ready to con- 
sume. 

When the evilis so generally understood 
the sufferers should be unanimous in seek- 
ing and applying the best remedy. A brief 
retrospect will be of interest in this connec- 
tion. A year ago last September cotton 
commanded a good price when it began 
coming to market. There wasa large de- 
mand at about 10 cents per pound for it, but 
the rapid marketing of the staple caused it 
to steadily decline. Finally it dropped to 


such low figures that farmers declared it | 


impossible to get.any profit out of it. The 
slight improvement at the beginning of the 
present beason did not last long. The fine 
weather for picking increased the receipts, 
and caused prices to fall. The New Orleans 


Times-Democrat gives the following resum@: 

On July 28th middling spot cotton was selling at 
7%, cents apoundin this market. It reached 75; 
cents by August 27th, which was the lowest up to 
that time. There was a revival in September, and 
by the &th of that month cotton had reached 3!4 
cents, the highest of the season. Since then the 
price has almost steadily declined, reaching on 
Monday the unprecedentedly low figure of 7%, 
cents a pound, less than it can be produced for, if 
the census figures of 1880 on that point can be 
taken today. & 

The Liverpool market was in accord with that 
of New Orleans, the price of cotton reaching 4%, 
pence July 28th, improving to 415-16 pence on 
October 9th, and falling back to 4°, pence on No- 
vember 16th. 

Similarly, December: futures, which reached 


7.59 cents in New Orleans on July 28th, and 4 31-64 | 
pence in Liverpool on the same day, sold as high | 


as 9.04 cents in New Orleans on September 5th and 
5 5-64 pence in Liverpool on September 7th. On 
Monday it had got back to 7.26 cents here and 
4 18-64 pence in Liverpool. 

It goes without saying that further over- 
production will bankrupt many southern 
planters and merchants. There is no time 
to be lost in turning overa new leaf. Now 
that it is understood that a crop of 7,000,000 
bales causes cotton to sell for 10 cents, while 
a crop of 8,000,000 bales makes it drop to 7 
cents, it would seem that but little remains 
to. be said. The remedy suggests itself to 
every thoughtful farmer. It is simply the 
decrease of our cotton acreage, No radical 
change is needed. If we curtail production 


to the extent of one-eighth of recent crops | 


profitable prices can be maintained. 

There will be no opposition on the part of 
our planters when the case is plainly stated. 
The leading planters should appeal to their 
neighbors to join them in reducing their cot- 
ton acreage, and the merchants should write 
to their agricultural customers urging them 
to make their preparations at once for 
smaller cotton crops and larger grain and 
provision crops. The daily and weekly 
newspapers should take the matter up and 
press it upon the attention of their readers. 

As soon as it becomes apparent that the 
south is thoroughly in earnest about the re- 
duction of its cotton output prices will ad- 
vance, and the present crop will get the 
benefit of the rise. Some very daring sug- 
 Gestions have been made in the line of spec- 
ulation, but when the south abandons the 
folly of overproduction, and restricts her 
crop to the supply actually demanded, she 
will find it to her advagtage not to engage 
in speculative ventures. Speculation in fut- 
ures hurts all classes in the south. We buy 
for future delivery, and the decline of cot- 


cs 


buying it, money would come south whether 


they lost or gained anything. A decline in 
prices would benefit the speculator, while a 
rise would help the south at large. <As it is, 
both classes are losing all the time. 

‘United action on the part of our farmers 
can be secured if our newspapers, merchants 
and leading planters will pull together. 
Further delay and overproduction for 
another year or two will embarrass the 
south so seriously that it will be too late to 
change our policy with the hope of bettering 
our condition. 

_ Planters should start the ball in motion 
at once, asthe time is about ready for the 
preparation of another crop. Let the world 
see at once by your concert of action in the 
increased acreage of your small grain crops 
that you are determined to decrease your 
cotton acreage. Tue CONSTITUTION makes 
this prediction, that if the farmers plant as 
much cotton next yearas they have this 
year, it will reduce the price of what is left 
of this year’s crop to 7 cents, and cauSe the 
price of the next, crop to drop to the ruinous 
price of 6 cents a pound. ‘ 


Shall the Banjo Be Restored? 

The Athens Banner is disposed to re- 
vive the old discyssion that has been going 
on about the banjo and the negro, and it 
seems unable to relinquish the idea that the 
banjo is the typical musical instrument of 
the negro. We are not atall astonished at 
this. The idea is a sentimental one, and 
sentiment is more powerful than reason. 
THE CoNnsTITUTION itself was shocked 
when the facts about the banjo were brought 
out, and yet the real musical instrument of 
the negroes is more satisfactory by far than 
the banjo. Itis, in fact, a classical instru- 
ment, for Pan played on the quills, and 
made such ravishing music that-even nature 
danced in unison. 

The banjo as it is, is a white man’s in- 


* 


strument; the banjo as it was belongs to, 


the Arabians. Mr. Stanley found some 
forms of it among the negroes in Africa, but 
they were in thetrack of the Arab traders. 
One of the Sweenys of Virginia is said to 
be responsible for the evolution of the 
banjo, but itis certainly a fact that the in- 
strument has become identified with the 
negroes through the medium of the minstrel 
stage, and, if we are to acceptit, we shall 
also haveto accept the stage negro as gen- 
uine and characteristic. 

It will be an easy matter for the editor of 
The Banner to make an examination on his 
own account. Among his acquaintances 
there must be hundreds of people who are 
familiar with plantation life, and it will be 
easy to find out from these whether the 
fiddle or the banjo in any or all of its forms 
was the most popular with the negroes. 
The writer hereof spent the most inquisitive 
years of his life in the very midst of some of 
the largest plantations in the south, and he 

enever saw during that time a banjo in the 
hands ofa negro. This fact is, of course, 
not conclusive, but it is supported by the 
testimony of a great many other people who 
were familiar with plantation life before and 
during the war. Some of these, when the 
question was first put to them, declared pos- 
itively that the banjo was a familiar object 
on the the plantation, but, on second 
thought, they admitted that they had never 
seen or heard it played on the plantation. 

All this is not important, but it is inter- 
esting, and we are frank to say that we 
should like to see the banjo restored to its 
old place. There is a romance about the 
myth that is dear tothe imagination. 


The Coming Fiber. 


In this issue appears an article on the de- 
velopment of the ramie fiber and the prog- 
ress of its manufacture. It is hardly too 
much to say that nothing since the inven- 
tion of the cotton gin has promised to affect 
so powerfully the development of textile in- 
dustry. When our grandfathers were exper- 
imenting with cotton in the early decades of 
this century, who could foresee the prodi- 
gious industry that was destined to grow out 
of that limited crop? 

We are probably in about the same posi- 
tion with reference to ramie. Here is a fiber 
of length and strength unequaled by any 
other, with a luster only equaled by that of 
silk. Heretofore it has been little used because 
there was no satisfactory and economical 
method of getting the fiber out of the bark. 
Now that this has been discovered, the fu- 
ture of the industry seems to be assured. 
The French mills, out of ramie fiber imper- 
fectly prepared for spinning, have made 
fabrics of such beauty that the attention of 
experts has been attracted, and a new im- 
petus has been given to the search for a sat- 
isfactory process of preparing the fiber, 
This process, Mr. Walter Forbes, of Atlanta, 
seems to have given to the world, judging 
from the statements of General Sewell, of 
Louisiana, President Diaz, of Mexico, and 
Mr. Charles Richards Dodge, fiber expert of 
the United States government. General 
Diaz and his associates have bought the 
process, apparatus and rights of the inven- 
tion for the territory of Mexico, after the se- 
vere test of operations conducted by an offi- 
cial cothmission. After full and fair trial, 
the Mexican company took the plant and 
process, paying Mr. Forbes the price 
promised. 

This fiber plant, which grows in twenty- 
two of the Mexican provinces, will ‘also 
grow in most of the southern states. Mr. 
Forbes and his associates propose totake up 
the work in Georgia atan early day, and 
will push both the culture of the plant and 
the manufacture of textiles from its fiber, 
An exhibit of ramie products is to be made 
in Atlanta soon, and an interesting feature 
will be Mr. Forbes himself, clad in a suit of 
ramie cloth. The government collection of 
ramie fabrics will doubtless be secured for 
the occasion, and the cotton spinners of the 
south will be invited to be present. It is 
claimed by Mr. Forbes that the cotton mills, 
with a trifling addition to their machinery, 
will be able to spin ramie yarn and weave 
it with useful fabrics. The enterprise is a 
promising one, and the developments will be 
watched with more than ordinary interest. 


The Speakership from Jones’s Point 
of View. 

The St. Louis Republic, which has been 
comparatively quiet of late in regard to the 
speakership, has resumed business at the old 
stand. It renews the old slanders against 
Judge Crisp, and declares that he is nota 
tariff reformer, and therefore, not a demo- 
crat. This business of slander, together with 
a wonderful flipflap on the silver question, 
appears to be the principal basis of Con-

tion to the fact that Tue ConstTITuTIon had 
its own views of the tariff policy of the 
democrats before the party had spoken at 
St. Louis, and it argues from this that our 
support of Judge Crisp grows out of the fact 
that he sympathized with the views advo- 
cated by Tuk ConsTITUTION.

A gentleman whois stopping at the Kim- 
ball received a telegram yesterday morning 
stating that his cane cutting was tinished, and 
not a stalk of it was caught by the frost. He 
is the owner of a thirteen-thousand-acre planta- 
tion on the Brazos river, in Texas, and he had 
hundreds of acres ip cane this year. He ex- 
pects 9,000,000 pounds of sugar from his crop. 
An early frost would have made it a total loss. 

This gentleman, who has various other in- 
terests, is broad and progressive in hiseviews, 
aud he has been making a study of the 
Georgia method of fertilizing for crops. Texas 
does not use fertilizers for either sugar or cot- 
ton, while Georgia used this year 400,000 tons 
of fertilizers on the cotton cropalone. The 
Texas planter has bought 1,000 tons of Georgia 
fertilizers to experiment with. 

Sugar manufacture on a large scale requires 
a heavy investment. This planter hasa one- 
hundred-thousand-doliar machinery plant and 
his plantation represents half a million dol- 
lars. He makestwo grades of white sugar 
and twoof brown. He says that the liquid 
which is left after the sugar is madeis value- 
less. Itisofno value for syrup or rum or 
anything else, so far as has been discovered. 

Improved machinery has done wonders 
in increasing the amount of sugar which 
can be obtained from cane. Where 
formerly the saccharine matter ran only 
to about 37 per cent, now nearly 80 per 
cent is obtained. The Texan will makea 
visit to south Georgia some time soon to see 
whether the soil appears to be favorable for 

rofitable sugar culture. The government 
unty of a cent and a half per pound 
makes the gross price of sugar 
average 5 cents a pound to the planter. 

So luxuriant is the cane growth that cutting 
is slow and laborious. During the moonlight 
— the cutting was kept up day and 
night.

Rev. J. B. Shearer, D.D., president of Da- 
vidson college, of North Carolina, spent 
a few days in gthe city this week, 
the guest of Dr. J. B. Strickler. Dr. 
Shearer was for many years connected with 
the Southwestern Presbyterian university, of 
Clarksville, Tenn., in various important ca- 
pacities, from tinancial agent to chancellor. 
His connection with college education in the 
south has been quite intimate, and his field for 
observation large. Speaking of his own insti- 
tution, Dr. Shearer said: ‘There is one feat- 
ure of the present body of students of David- 
son college which is very remarkable. It is well 
known that the class of students entering our 
southern institutions has been getting younger 
of recent years. The average freshman of 
today is perhaps sixteen or seventeen years 
old. But a small percentage of them are 
nineteen. The !ast freshman class of David- 
son college numbers about sixty students and 
these average twenty years of age. 
good number of full grown men in the class, 
and itis my observation that those entering 
colleges late in life seldom lose any more time. 

‘It is well known that right after the war the 
southern colleges had a mature set of students, 
a large number of them being old sol- 
diers, but ever since, the grade 
has appeared to get gradually younger. 
But it seems that Davidson college is return- 
ing to the old order of things. 

‘Tam glad to say,” continued the doctor, 
‘that Davidson also has the only finished 
Young Men’s Christian - Association building 
in the south. Several schools have started 
such buildings, or are now raising funds for 
them, but Iaavidson is the first in the south to 
finish and equip one. It was not the gift of a 
generous donor either. The students began 
the fund themselves and then appealed to 
their friends for additional help. It is a 
handsome two-story brick building, 68x43 feet. 
The first story is equipped as a gymnasium.

THE DREAD DISEASE. 


Smallpox Still Raging in the Coast Coun- 
ties of Georgia. 


GEORGIA CANNOT HELP THE SUFFERERS 


Who Areina State of Destitution—There 
Is No Appropriation Available for 
Aid to the Infected Section. 


The smallpox situation in Liberty and Mc- 
Intosh counties has abated nothing in gravity. 

The reports received yesteflay at the gov- 
ernor’s office indicate that every possible pre- 
caution is being taken to prevent a spread of 
the dread scourge, aud to relieve those af- 
flicted. ‘ 

The government surgeons, now on the scene, 
report that the negroes, among whom the 
epidemic is raging, arein a state of destitu- 
tion—starvation, even. 

As told in -nptites ConsPituTion fifty 
cases have been reported, but no deaths have 
yet resuited. The disease is spreading rapidly, 
but in the words of the surgeon general of the 
United States, ‘measures have been begun to 
suppress the epidemic.”’ 

The question as to whether or not there is 
any state appropriation available for the pres- 
ent emergency has been discussed, as the 
afflicted section has looked to the state for 
aid and relief. 

None can be given, however. Governor 
Northen held quite a lengthy consultation 
with Attorney General Little yesterday in re- 
gard to the matter, as to what the state can do 
to relieve the suffering and to prevent the 
spread of the disease. After the matter had 
been thoroughly discussed it was decided that 
the state could do nothing. 

The governor yesterday telegraphed to the 
surgeon general of the United States, stating 
this fact. The governor’s telegram read as 
follows: 

Hon. WALTER WYMAN, SURGEON GENERAL, 
WASHINGTON, D. C.—No appropriation available 
for state to furnish supplies. Under code of 
Georgia both city and county authorities have 
power to establish quarantine and hospitals and 
maintain same in their respective limits. 

I am ready to aid you to the extent of my 
power. Wiil on your advice issue proclamation 
defining rules for the quarantine. it you deem 
necessary will also communicate with county 


authorities at once as to their powers. 
W. J. NORTHEN, Governor. 


The telegram was sent in reply to one re- 
ceived from Surgeon General Wyman, in 
which he stated that great destitution and 
threatened starvation prevailed in the afflicted 
community, and suggested that Georgia should 
furnish rations for the starvir

He was Mr. Chap Norris, who had a great 
deal of experience in nursing persons afflicted 
by smallpox. He does not employ the ordi- 
nary methods used by common physicians in 
the treatment of smalipox, but is a kind of 
magician, and can treat a case with closed 
eyes. 

oe the governor had no power to employ 
him he referred him to the proper parties, the 
government ofticials. 

Great alarm is felt in all the coast counties, 
the fear being entertained that the disease 
would spread all along the coast. 

The city and county authorities are ready to 
do all in their power to prevent the spread of 
the disease. 

It is believed that the surgeon general, 
now on the scene, have the matter under con- 
trol, and that it will go no further,

One Found in the Wall of Cell 23 in the 


Fulton County Jail. ° 
A SHARP SCHEME TO BREAK JAIL. 


| Three Bad Men Occupied the Cell, and 
Would Have Been Free but for 
Timely Discovery. 


A daring attempt to escape from the Fulton 
county jail was discovered yesterday by <As- 
sistant Jailer Maddox, who was in Mr. Jor- 
dan’s place. 

The attempt to escape was made in cell No. 
23 upstairs, and had it not been for the oppor- 
tune discovery three of the inmates would now 
have been free. Cell No. 23 is ‘occupied 
by Sam Harwell, Oscar Swafford and James 
Henessey, three young white men. Sam Har- 
well is about sixteen years of age, and is in for 
burglary; Swafford is up for mail robbery, and 
Henessey is a United States prisoner. 

Assistant Jailer Maddox heard a noise up- 
stairs, and upon investigation found that it 
was located in the cell occupied by the three 
white men. He went inside, but the 
three inmates were quiet, and looked as 
nothing had happened. They denied all 
knowledge of the noise heard by Mr. Maddox. 
He carried a stick in his hand, and began 
punching the wall with it. Suddenly the 
plastering gave way and his stick went 
through. 

An investigation proved that a hole large 
enough for a man to go through had been 
made in one corner of thecell. This hole 
had been skillfully covered by pasting 
white paper over it. Buta few inches more 
and the hole would have been through 
the roof and it would then have been an easy 
matter for the jail birds to have crawled out. 

As soon as the hole was found the men were 
removed to another cell, but stoutly denied 
all knowledge of the hole inthe wall. They 
were closely searched but no tool or instru- 
ment of any kind was found on their person. 
Nothing could be found in the cell with which 
the hole could have been made. 

It’s a mystery when they got their - tools, 
where they are now, and what they did with 
the brick removed from the wall. 


SULLIVAN KNOCKED OUT. 


John Sullivan Bruised Up—Claimed to Have 
i\Been Attacked by Two Men. 
John Sullivan was badly knocked out last

COLONEL JOHN R. DAVIS. 


Death of the Owner of Bowie's 
Blade.

Ten days ago Colonel John R. Davis, of Mis- 
sissippi, who had been a resident of the Old 
Men’s Home since a year ago last April, re- 
ceived a stroke of paralysis. This was followed 
in a few days by another, and a third at 1:30 
yesterday afternoon which proved fatal. 

The deceased was a cousin of the celebrated 
Jefferson Davis, and during the war was the 
colonel of a Mississippi regiment known as the 
Tigers.

C. He was married three times. His second 
wife was the mother of Mr. James Foraker, 
brother of the ex-governor of this state.

: County Jail, 


UNLESS HE FURNISHES A BIG BOND. 


The Probabilities Are That He Will Not. 
Other Matters of Gossip from the 
Custom House. 


Sheriff Pinyan, of Pickens county, will be 
brought to Atlanta today for safe keeping. 

As stated in yesterday’s ConsTITUTION, he 
was arrested and confined in the same prison 
which be had just been guarding, for aiding 
prisoners to escape. 

‘“Pinyan ought to have been removed from 
his position some time ago,’’ said District 
Attorney Darnell yesterday. ‘‘The report 
that he was too kind-hearted was incorrect. 
It was due more to rascality. He made no 
effort to keep the prisoners properly 
gaurded, and a few weeks ago, one of 
the men who ought to have been 
closely confined was allowed to walk 
about. A halfamilefrom the jail he was 
found almost cutting a man into pieces.

A THIEF KILLED. 


Terrill Hinton, a Notorious Thief and Bure 
glar, Killed While Stealing Chickens. 


c. 

Terrill Hinton, a negro chicken thief, was 
shot and killed in the rear of Mr. Clarence 
Knowles’s residence, about 4 o’clock yesterday 
morning. 

The fatal shot was fired by Willis Hudson, 
Mr. Knowles’s colored butler. 

For two or three years Mr. Knowles, as well 
as all the residents of that neighborhood, has 
been annoyed by chicken thieves. It has been 
almost impossible to keep fowls of any de- 
scription in that community. A strong effort 
has been made forsome months to break up 
the repeated raids on the fowlhouses 
of this neighborhood, but failure 
has been the result, Willis Hudson, 
Mr. Knowles’s most trusted servant, 
who yesterday morning killed Hinton, some 
weeks ago fitted up a bedroom over the barn 
where he could keep an eye on the fowl yard. 

He was supplied with a good revolver, and 
has more than once fired at chicken thieves. 

Tt was found that as a long range weapon, 
especially in the dark, the revolver was a 
failure. 

The revolver was superceded by a good shot 
gun anc some heavily-loaded shells, and yes- 
terday morning on first test it proved to be all 
that was desired. 

About 4 o’clock Hudson heard the horses 
neighing and a noise among the geese and 
other fowls, giving evidence of some unusual 
disturbance in the fowl yards. He arose, put 
on his clothes, and, taking his gun, stepped 
out intothe yard. He saw aman with a:stick 
striking at a goose trying to killit. The thief 
discovered Hudson and ran, reaching the back 
lot fence and mounting it before the shot was 
fired. Just as Hinton reached the top of the 
fence Hudson fired, putting the entire load of 
shot in the upper portion of his neck, breaking 
the spinal column and producing almost im- 
mediate death. 

When Hudson fired the shot at Hinton, he 
Saw another man rise from near the fow] 
house and run, and it is only due to the failure 
of the second barre! of his gun to fire that the 
coroner did not have two subjects for an in- 
quest instead of one. 

Hudson went to the fence where Hinton re- 
ceived the load from his gun and found him 
lying on the outside, dead. He went at once 
to the house and told Mr. Knowles that he had 
shot a thief and that he was dead. Mr. 
Knowles got up and telephoned to police 
headquarters notifying the police. Sergeant 
Brenning and Call Officer Abbot went at once 
to where the dead man was, and for the time 
took charge of Hudson. The coroner was 
notified, and he'd an inquest during the fore- 
noon. After all the testimony was heard the 
killing was declared justifiable by the jury and 
Hudson was released, 

The dead negro’s body was turned over to 
his family. He was searched by the police 
officers and a big fat spring chicken was found 
under his coat. 

Hinton was one of the worst negroes in At- 
lanta. His record covers scores of burglaries 
and thefts, and in fact everything else that is 
mean. He has one son serving a fifteen-years’ 
term in the penitentiary for burglary, and one 
now in the Fulton county jail awaiting trial 
for stealing. At the time of his death he was 
living with his wife and two smal! children. 

Mr. Knowles speaks in the hightest terms 
of Hudson, and says he has always been faith- 
ful and honest.

The Terminal Company Loading New 
- Ships. 


COTTON DIVERTED FROM NEW ORLEANS, 


And Finding Its Way to the Outside 
World Through New Orleans—Mr, 
John H. Inman Talks. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., November 20.—[{Special.]— 
This morning General Manager W. H. Green, 
of the Richmond and Danville system, J. L. 
Taylor, general passenger agent, Sol Haas, 
traffic manager, and J. M. Culp, assistant 
traffic manager, were atthe DeSota. They 
Say they are here in general consultation upon 
routine matters. "They were joined by Agent 
Whitfield and by Passenger Agent Davidson, 
of the Savannah, Florida and Western rail- 
way and were busy during the morning 
adjusting rates for Florida travel, and 
studying over New York differentials. 

The R. and D. Exporting Cotton. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., November 20.—[Special.] 
The steamships Rothfield and the Zanzibar 
are rapidly filling up. These vessels are in 
charge of the Richmond and Danville Rail- 
road Company, operating the Central railroad 
of Georgia. This isthe first instance where 
the Richmond and Danville Railroad Com- 
pany has attempted to export cotton in the 
vessels which the company controls, and the 
experiment, if experiment it can be called, 
will be watched with much interest. It may 
be mentioned in this connection that much , 
cotton which has formerly been exported from 
New Orleans is being directed to this port 
by the Richmond and Danville company. So 
much cotton has Been diverted to Savannah 
from New Orleans as to cause comment on the 
part of the merchants of the latter-named city. 
It is hinted that the Richmond and Danville 
contemplates the putting on of a much larger 
fleet for the exportation of cotton from this 
port. This will be done during the next sea- 
son, 

A Vestibule for the Southbound. 

The Southbound intends to put on a vesti- 
buie train from New York to Savannah about 
the first of the year, and will make the run in 
less time than the Atlantic Coast Line. New 
towns are sprining up all along the road 
andnew industries are being established. So 
rapidly is the appearance of the country 
changing that those who went over the road 
on the first inspection trip would hardly recog- 
nize it now. Lands are bvoming in value, and 
sales are frequent. The passenger traflic is 
heavy, and far beyond the expectations of the 
company’s officers. 

President Inman Talks. 

New York, November 20.—[&vecial.]— 
President John H. Inman, of the Richmond 
Terminal company, returned from the south 
this morning, and his presence in the city 
seemed to check the great bear movement 
against the securities of the company. 

When asked about the current stories con- 
cerning Richmond Terminal he said: 

“No definite steps have been taken, nor,will 
be until the stockholders’ meeting two weeks 
hence. I may then recommend some plan of 
reorganization, I don’t know what. Perhaps 
the stockholders will take matters in their own 
hands. There are three or four vacant places 
in the directory. I should like to see them filled 
with good men, representing the interests con- 
cerned in thesystem. For eight months there 
have been determined efforts to disintegrate 
the system, both in Georgia and here. The 
roads which they wished to separate were the 
Georgia Central and East Tennessee. I have 
been and am right here in this office, and pro- 
pose to fight any attempt to separate the sys- 
tem. Noconferences with banking interests 
have been held to my knowledge.” 

Tracklayers at Work. 

ELBERTON, Ga., November 20.—{Special. ]— 
The tracklayers of the new road are at Alcovy 
creek, twoor three miles this: side of Law- 
renceville. They were to have finished the 
bridge across this stream yesterday. A num- 
ber of bridges Lave been built since the force 
left Athens, and there are more to follow. 
They will hardly eat their New Year’s plum 
pudding in Atlanta. 

The Last Spike Driven. 

Americus, Ga., November 20.—[Specia].J— 
The last spike in the Savaunah, Americus and 
Montgomery road was driven today at 5 o’clock, 
seven miles from the Chattahoochee river. 
The western division of the road is now com- 
plete, andin a few days a passenger and freight 
service will be installed.

Henry May, a Counterfeiter Who Is 
Badly Wanted in the East, 


CAUGHT BY DEPUTY MARSHAL-M’DONALD. 


He Will Be Taken to Western Pennsyl- 
vaniaina Day or Two—A Long Res- 
idence in the Penitentiary. 


A notorious counterfeiter,for whom the most 
diligent search has been made for several 
months, was lodgec in Fulton county jail 
yesterday morning. 

His name is Henry May, and his record is 
& national one. 

Just now he is badly wanted in the east. 

The offense for which he was arrested was 
committed in the western district of Penn- 
sylvania some time during July, and ever 
since then he has had detectives and officers at 
his heeis. 

The United States spared no pains to cap- 
ture him, and to Deputy Marshal Newt Mc- 
Donald belongs the victory of his arrest. 

May fled from Pennsylvania and for a long 
while his whereabouts was completely un- 
known. His shrewd maneuverings bafiied all 
detective skill, and it was not until a few days 
ago that it became known that the man was 
in Georgia. 

Day before yesterday Deputy McDonald 
struck a clue, and as quickly as possible, left 
for Cedartown, in Polk county. 

The ofticer was correct in his surmises. Be- 
fore night May was under arrest there, and 
with him the marshal started on the way to 
Atlanta early yesterday morning. 

The fellow was carried before Judge Haight 
for a preliminary hearing, but he waived ex- 
amination and asked that a bond be fixed. 

The commissioner placed it at $3,000. 

May was unable to give it, and yesterday 
morning was committed to the county prison 
for safe keeping. He says that he will appear 
fora hearing before the United States coin- 
missioners in the western district of Pennsyl- 
Vania. 

It is there that May will be carried in aday 
or two toanswer to the charges against him. 
His trial will be held inthe circuit court of 
Scranton. 

May’s record is one that is old and very 
familiar in the east. He began his work of 
counterfeiting back in the seventies, and it 
was not until 1881 that he wascaught up with. 
He was arraigned the following year in New 
York, and given tive years in the penitentiary 
in Erie county, at Buffalo. 

fay served out his time, but the punishment 

had not the slightest effect. The very same 
year that he was reieased he was again caught 
for counterfeiting, and early in 1588 began a 
sentence of three years at hard labor in the 
same prison. 

The old offender finished his time the past 
spring, and almost immediately gave trouble 
to an innumerable number of merchants every- 
where. 

A few months later the specific act of pass- 
ing counterfeit money near Scranton was 
fixed upon him, and soon he was being pur- 
sued with vigor.

A bullarticle in one of the morning papers caused 
some of the shorts in November corn to protect their 
contracts. It is very strange how people will continue 
to sell an article short so near the end of the month, 
when stocks are so light and likely to be held by # few 
parties, and the receipts of the particular contract 
grade scarcely anything. Undoubtedly there would 
be a large movement of corn could the cars be ob- 
tained, but the old contract corn seems to be nearly 
exhausted. Just when the new corn will grade No. 2, 
deliverable on regular contracts, is a problem not yet 
solved. 

The demand for oats continues very large, and prices 
are strong and higher. 

The hog product was firm, with a better demand 
from shippers. Prices are slightly higher. We think 
the receipts of hogs next week will not beso large, 
and the indications are favorable for better prices.

The Battalion Court Martial for the Trial 
of W. Y¥. McMillan 


ASSEMBLED AGAIN LAST NIGHT 


And Finished the Examination of Wit- 
nesses—The Verdict Goes tothe Gov- 
ernor Before Being Announced. 


The trial of Will V. McMillan, by court 
martial, charged with insubordination, was re- 
sumed last night. 

Several witnesses were examined and the 
case concluded, 

When the august tribunal assembled it was 
discovered that Lieutenant Frank Orme, one 
of the judges, was absent. Sergeant Ed Haral- 
son was sent for him, and soon returned sinil- 
ing. 

The court was then convened. 

The defendant objected to the trialof the 
case going on. He cited that the casa had 
been tried once, and announced closed, and 
the state had no legal right to reopenit. The 
objection was noted, and will be reviewed by 
the judge advocate general. 7 

Joseph Thompson, Jr., wassworn. The de- 
fense objected to the witness appearing in citi- 
zens’ clothes. This objection was also noted. 

The witness said he had seen the paper Mc- 
Millan was reported to have circulated at Mc- 
Mi.lan’s store. It was lying on the desk, and 
several names were srigned toit. Thought 
McMillan’s name was on it. Witness had 
signed it, but did not know what the contents 
were. 

Robert C. Bruce was the next witness. Had 
heard the boys talking about the paper. Mc- 
Millan had spoken to him about it, but did not 
remember what he had said. He had sworn 
not to tell whose names were on the paper, but 
finally said McMillan’s was on it. 

Will J. Gunby heard of. the paper, and Mc- 
Millan had spoken to him about it, but had 
not asked him to sign it, as he considered him 
a Spencer man. 

H. L. Francis had read the paper, and had 
seen several signatures to it. He believed 
McMillan’s name was on it. Had seen the 
pore in McMillan’s store after the matter had 

eon dropped. 

W. E. Hulsey was sworn, but had never seen 
or heard tell of such a paper outside of the 
newspapers. 

Lieutenant J. Van Holt Nash had never 
seen the paper, but had talked with Mr. Mc- 
Millan about it. McMillan had told him that 
he and twenty otlgr members of the Ritles 
had signed a paper pledging themselves not to 
drill under Captain Spencer. 

Judge Advocate Broyles then announced 
that the state had no more witnesses to ex- 
amine. Colonel Ripley, representing the ac- 
cused, then read his statement. Mr. McMillan 
denied in toto the charges against him, but ad- 
mitted having signed the paper. 

Colonel Ripley was then given fifteen 
minutes to argue the case. 

After his speech the court was cleared and 
the judges left to make up their verdict.

So Say the Members of the Grand Army 
of the Republic 


IN REGARD TO PALMER'S INFORMATION. 


They Send a Letter to the Commander 
Himself—An Indignant Post. 
A Lively Meeting. 


The O. M. Mitchell, post Grand Army of the 
Republic, has forwarded a communication di- 
rectly to General Palmer. 

It was the result of a meeting held night be- 
fore last, at which the matter was fully dis- 
cussed, 

Thursday evening the local members of the 
order met at their hal), corner Whitehall and 
Alabama streets. There was an unusually 
large attendance, and when the order of Gen- 
eral Palmer was read, it provoked the highest 
indignation. 

It was dated November 4th,and was the 
official document addressed to each post. 

To say that it caused displeasure does not 
fully express the feelings that were aroused. 

The order was fully considered; then the 
procession on Grady day was recalled and 
everything pertaining to the cause of General 
Palmer’s allusions to any disgraceful actions 
discussed. 

The members, one and all, agreed that it 
was without foundation, and stamped any in- 
formation to the contrary as utterly false. 

The Mail and Express came in for a share of 
the bitter denunciation, as responsible for the 
erroneous impression that had gained national 
circulation. 

The outcome of the talks was the appoint- 
ment of a committee. 

It consisted of Messrs. T. C. Watson, 
chairman; W. M. Scott, L. B. Nelson, 
James P. Averill and J. H. Thibadeanu, 
and together these gentlemen retired, to act 
in behalf of the post, 

Their report was a letter addressed to Gen- 
eral Palmer. 

It stated that the confederate veterans Car- 
ried on the day mentioned a flag; that it was 
alittle one from 1861, that had been after- 
wards discarded and which served merely as 
an association ensign. 

Then followed the invitation, asking the 
Grand Army of the Republic men to partici- 
pate in the exercises, and this was enclosed to 
be sent to the commander. 

The committee further spoke of the great 
love that every one, no matter from what sec- 
tion he came, bore for Mr. Grady, and that 
the foremost and only motive prompting their 
participation in the march was to show him 
whatever respect they could. 

It concluded with a statement to the effect 
that General Palmer had been misinformed, 
explaining how the entire programme on Octo- 
ber 21st had been carried out. 

The report was unanimously adopted with a 
number of expressions of heartiest approval. 

Yesterday morning the letter was sent by 
Mr. Averill to Department Commander A. E. 
Shoals and by him it will be sent to General 


Paimer. 

The members think that this communica- 
tion will have the desired effect.
